ILLINOIS PREXY’S VIEWS . 


BY DAVID KINLEY. 
{President of University of Mlinois.) 

Urbana, Ill, Feb. 14.—[By United 
News.]—-The greatest danger intercoi- 
legiate athletics, especially football, 
face today, is the gambling and pos- 
sible dishonesty caused by the large 
amounts of money handled and the de- 
moralization this brings about. So far 
as intercollegiate athletics are a dis- 
traction from studies, they are only 
part of the trouble. 

The remedy lies not in finding fault 
with the situation, or in trying simply 
by direct action to repress athietics. 
It lies, rather, in the direction of uti- 
liging physical training as part of the 
education of the students. 

“3 Gambling Is Big Evil.
